In 1938 Mr and Mrs GH Ebert Sr bought the farm which 
Lewis had purchased in 1808. Now Mrs Ebert and her son and fam- 
jly live there. The farm is called "Walnut Lane Farm". Each 
Christmas a 22' tree is "put up" in the hall. A cannon ball bed 
which belonged to Chas H Vandiver is in use in the front bedroom.

and for meals and there was much competion among the stage drivers on making time. 
Every twenty miles there was a tole gate, and now and then there was a mile stons. 
kh little east of the Homestead Hotel at Burli gton there was a sand stone about 
two feet above ground and about a foot square PPP and engraved on it wes “eleven | 
miles to Romey?. i 

A bridge was built across the South Branch near Kommey about 1557 and pre- 
sumably the old covered bridge at Burlington was built about the same tine. During 
the Civil ter the soldiers used the covered bridge for shelter and the miles and 
horses certainly di@ chew on the supports. This old land mark was replaced in the 
1920°s when the Fortheestern Turnpike wes rebuilt and renamed Route § 60 er Ceo. 
Washington Righwsay. When this highway was first built the married men recieved 
fifty cents a day and the single men not quite so mach. he sccount ef this road 
is given since it pesses through burlington and has been the means of travel for 
So many years. 

The first trails and poths along Patterson Creek wereclose to the stream, 
and as more people caze into the the valley and established homes new and better 
roads were needed. ‘This was the stream traveled by the surveying party that in - 
cluded George Washington and George Fairfax. 

The Patterson Creek Turnpike company was organized to build a road to follow 
the velley, and stock was sold to procure the necessart funds., A stock certificate 
shows thet William Vendiver purchased six shares st $25. per share. This is dated 
Hoy. 15 1851. # Thomas Carskaden was President of the compeny and D. Same) Bredy 
was Treasurer. In recent years it has been improved wne many sharp curves have ° 
been changed. Both ef theze roads passing through Burlingtom were routes to eastern 
markets and as late as 1890's and the early pert of this century droves of cattle 
horses, hogs,am sheep passed over thex ani even flocks of turkeys. 

The old Dug Road was east of the creek and at the foot of Balr Hill en Vandiver 
land and had been “dug * dy the emer with slave labour. This was a private 
road and was made to get to Pleasaut“Eill the Vandiver home..> Just north of 
Route 50. another rosd was made by Arch Vandiver to his home at Walnut Lane Yarm. 
fehy are still used by the Thrash and Ebert families who live on the old Vandiver 
homesteads. 

Another road that served the Burlington section in early days was the Dry Bun 
Road, whish is one mile west of Burlington. This is a short cut to Keyser and 
in " horse and buggy days " it served a very good purpose. in wet weather it was 
hard to travel as the road croseed and recrossed the run so ony times. One litt. :¥ 
girl claimed to have counted fifteen crossings before Fried Meat Ridge was reached. 
Then the county had the up keep of the roads this one each citizen in the neigh - 
borhood gave so many days labor « 

A fole Cate was located at the south side of Butlington on the Patterson 
Creek road and irs. Katie Carroll operated it for severe] years. The nearest Tole 
Cate on the Northwestern Turnpike was located near the top of Knobley ut. just 
after passing through the gap, end Mrs. Rodrick was the " Keeper ".
